‘BISHOP HOUGHTON. 


CHINA INLAND MiIssSIOnN, 
SHANGHAI. 


May 4th, 1937. 


FRIENDS OF WEst CHINA, 


On our journey down the Yangtze en route to 
the General Synod we travelled on four different 
steamers. The first change took place at the 
Ch’ing T’an, a rapid which is always bad at low 
water, but in February and March of this vear has 
been a sort of weir which no steamer could ‘possibly 
negotiate. We landed above the rapid and made 
our way over the boulders to a smaller steamer 
which was waiting below it. Between Ichang and 
Hankow we made another transfer, and when we 
unpacked our suitcases, thankful to ‘know that this 
fourth steamer was going through to Shanghai, I 
discovered that a fat exercise book which I have 
used as a diary was missing. It is greatly to the 
credit of the Ming Seng Company (the Chinese 
firm which has kept communications open with 
Szechwan when no foreign firm dared risk its 
steamers on the upper River) that they discovered 
the volume on one or other of the steamers by 
which we travelled, and it is now waiting for me 
at Ichang. But the purpose of this preamble i is to. 

explain that, as I cannot refer to my diary, this 
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account of our doings must of necessity be lacking 
in fulness and even in accuracy. 


We left Nanchung, our temporary headquarters, 
on February 18th, less than four weeks after our 
arrival there, and we have been ‘“‘ pilgrims,’’ if not 
‘‘ strangers,’’ ever since. Our journeys between 


that date and March 29th, when we boarded the 


first of our four steamers at Wanhsien, took us 


through thirteen of the thirty-two counties which 
make up the diocese of Eastern Szechwan, viz. 


Nanchung, Hsichung, Yenting, Paoning (or Lang-— 


chung), Nanpu, Yingshan, Pengan, Chihsien, 
Tachu, Tahsien, Kaikiang, Liangshan, Wanhsien. 


We travelled 600 English miles at the usual rate of 


thirty miles a day, and by the old method of pro- 
gression—the sedan chair. Every now and then we 


came upon stretches of road along which cars 


might travel (in fine weather!), and there is a sur- 
faced road all the way from Wanhsien to Chihsien, 
150 miles, which may almost any day become a bus 


route; but meanwhile we are not ill-content with © 


the stone-paved paths over the mountains which 


link us to the old China, now so gradually and yet 


so suddenly, so fast and yet'so slowly, passing 
away. 


Our plan is to visit all the main centres of our 


work as quickly as possible, that we may form 


general impressions of the whole field and acquaint 


ourselves with the nature of the problems rather — 


than attempt to deal with them. When this first 


rapid survey has been accomplished, we hope to 


visit the stations one by one, spending sufficient 
time im each to meet the workers and leading 
church members, both in city and country, and 
thus, as God _ enables us, ‘‘ confirming _the 
churches,’’ in the spiritual sense of the word as 
well as in the less important ecclesiastical one! 


But I did have the privilege of confirming fifty- 3 


six candidates in seven centres, and of course I 
gave a number of addresses in gradually less halt- 
ing Chinese, and met the Church Councils. Not 


infrequently groups of Christians came out a mile 
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or two to meet us, and in spite of strong protests 
“on our part many churches entertained us to more 


or less elaborate feasts. __ 

I had better explain the ‘‘ protests.’’ They were 
not occasioned by any disinclination to partake of 
the good things provided—and by comparison we 
find the food of other provinces far less agreeable — 


both to the palate and to the digestive organs !— 


but by a sense of the unfitness of any but the 


- simplest meals in an area where famine conditions 


prevail. As I.write there seems to be some hope 
that the wheat harvest has been saved, and that 


there may be sufficient water at least to sow the 
rice; but already thousands have perished, and 
- thousands more have been digging up roots, strip- 


ping the bark from certain trees, or, when these 
desperate measures fail, trekking by families to 
relatively richer areas, begging their way from 
place to place, or lying down by the roadside to die. 


The immediate cause of the distress is the prolonged 


drought ever since last summer; but two Red 
invasions had previously emptied the eranaries, and 
the refugees who escaped their hands lost their 


farming implements and their cows or buftalos as 


well as their money, and are only gradually re- 
establishing themselves in their home districts. A 


further aggravation of their misery has been the 


unprecedentedly low water of the Yangtze, for 
relief rice, provided by the Government, was held 
up by the ‘almost complete breakdown of communi- 
cations. At Nanpu we found that the authorities 


_ were providing one meal of rice gruel per day for 


seven or eight thousand people, but large numbers, 
including many children, were said to be dying of 
starvation every day. Many of our missionaries 


and Chinese workers have been distributing relief 
funds to poor Christians, but they are only a — 


fraction of the population, and we trust that the 
recent visit of Mr. J. Earl Baker, Secretary of the 


International Famine [elief Committee, will lead 


to me adoption of measures more adequate to the | 
neec 
Our visit to Paoning (now more usually called 
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Langchung) brought back a flood of memories. The 
Cathedral suffered no serious structural damage 
during the Red invasions, and there were en- 
couraging congregations at the services which we 
attended. Largely owing to the enterprise of Mr. 
Stephen Liu, an Old Boy (? Paoningian), the Boys’ 
School has been reopened. The Girls’ School con- 
tinues to provide a home for the orphans, who 
cannot return to Tanishan until conditions. are 
much more stable. Dr. Parke and Miss Amy 
Wilson have reopened the Hospital, not with a 
great flourish of trumpets, but in a somewhat 
experimental fashion until a new staff, Chinese and 
-foreign, can be secured. The return of Dr. and. . 

Mrs. Ivor Beauchamp is eagerly anticipated. 


We knew, of course, that the tombstone of 
Bishop and Mrs. Cassels had suffered irretrievable 
damage, but we hope to be in Paoning again in 
the autumn, and meanwhile a new stone is being 
prepared, and will be set up, God willing, in early 
November, on or about the twelfth anniversary of 
their entrance into Life. It would be difficult to 
-over-emphasize the degree in which the fact of our 
relationship to Bishop Cassels has appealed to the 
Chinese Church, and increased the cordiality of 
their welcome. I have tried to remind them that 
the high qualities for which they loved and revered 
him do not descend automatically to his son-in-law, 
~ but we are glad.to,be welcomed for his sake, and 

we feel there could he no higher ideal for a Bishop’s | 

wife than that set by Mrs. Cassels. 


If I were reading this letter instead of writing it 
I should have grown impatient long before this. 
‘‘ This is all very interesting,’’ I should say (mean- 
ing that it was not so very interesting!), ‘‘ but are 
you going to tell us nothing about the progress of 
the Gospel? Is God working? Is He adding to 
the Church daily those who are being saved? Did 
you find Chinese workers and missionaries on fire 
for Him, and seeking by all means to save some ?’’ 
Well, these are the things which chiefly concern | 
us. Our hearts’ desire, and our prayer to God for

the people of Szechwan is that they may be saved; 
and there are signs of spiritual advance, e.g., the 
Light is shining in three towns on the road between — 
Nanchung and Chiihsien, where all was dark on 
vur last visit two years ago. In the great Tahsien — 
area God is doing a new thing through a band of © 
men whose hearts He touched during the visit of 
the evangelist Hsieh Meng-tseh some years ago. 
Miss Christensen has been conducting a series of 
special meetings in our stations, and in every place 
some have been quickened or restored—though the 
blessing has been mainly along the line of our 
Lord’s promise, ‘‘ To him that hath shall be given,’’ © 
and we have not heard of any real breaking down 
before God. The hungry have been filled, but the 
hardened, the complacent, the nominal Christians 
remain largely untouched. The meetings continue 
until the end of June, so it will not be too late to 
pray over their results. Miss Lii of Tahsien and 
the Rev. T. E. Benson have been accompanying 
Miss Christensen, and giving valuable help in 

Gur delegation at the General Synod consisted 
of the Rev. John Wang of Nanchung, the Rev. 
John Carpenter of Chiihsien, and ourselves. I have 
not time to describe the beauties of Foochow, 
which we shall not easily forget, nor to give any- 
thing but a disjointed account of the Synod itself. 
The diocese of Fukien gave us a most generous 
welcome, and Trinity College accommodated all the — 
Chinese delegates and left ample room for the 
- House of Bishops, the House of Delegates, and the 

Women’s Missionary Service League. The prepar- 
ations in regard to hospitality, literature, ete., had 
been made most carefully and efficiently. Chinese 
delegates numbered about seventy (and _ greatly 
outnumbered the ‘‘ foreigners’’), but including 
visitors who were not.delegates there were no less | 
than fifty-two British and Americans for whom 
_ Mrs. Hind had to find accommodation. The fellow- 
ship with other Christians from all over China was 
stimulating. In our thirteen dioceses there are now 
about 38,000 communicants, and it was interesting

to compare notes and to hear of methods found 
effective elsewhere. To me the most helpful session 

‘as a series of short Bible-readings given each 
morning by Bishop Shen of Shensi. It was typical 
of the Synod as a whole that he spoke first in 
Mandarin, and then in English—for there were 


delegates ‘from the southern and coastal provinces 


who were more at home in the latter than in the 
former ! 


In the House of Bishops it was our duty to 
nominate men to succeed the retiring Bishops of 
Hankow and Shanghai. Many other subjects were 
discussed, including intercommunion, the B.C.M.S. . 
area in South China, work amongst students, the 
Prayer Book, ete. Amongst other less important 
matters we were called upon to decide the question 
of precedence as between Eastern and Western 
Szechwan. We should prefer them to be regarded 
as twins, but apparently that 1s impossible, and the 
House of Bishops ruled that Western Szechwan is 
the ‘‘ new ”’ diocese, i1.e., that the West rather than 
the Kast has been divided from the original diocese. 


Now we are preparing to return to Szechwan. We 
are still uncertain where we are going to live, so 


Nanchung, Szechwan, remains as_ semi-— 


permanent address. By the time you read this 
letter, I hope we shall have visited five more 
counties, ~and-in the autumn: (D.V.) Pachung and 
Kwangyuan will be added. We are rejoicing in 


four accessions to our list of workers, viz. the Rev. 


H. G. Ihff and Mr. Donald Temple, Miss Jean 
Densham, sister of Mrs. Beauchamp, and Miss 
Parsons. The ladies will be accompanying us as 
far as Wanhsien, and the men are already on their 
way up river with Mr. Carpenter.- Their locations 
are as follows :— 


The Rev. H. G. [liftf—Chiihsien. 
‘Mr. Donald Temple—Tahsien. 
Miss Jean Densham—Futsunyi. 
Miss M. Parsons—Yingshan. 


Will you pray that they may be euarded from 
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all evil and kept for the Master’s use? The first 
summer is always a testing time, and by your 
prayers you will strengthen their hands in God.

LETTER FROM BISHOP 
HOLDEN. 


Tue Recrory,

June 12th, 1937. 


My Dear FRIENDS, ; | 
It is only fitting that the greater part of the 


available space should be put at the disposal of my 
brother Bishop in Szechwan, now hard at work 
whilst I am not merely comparatively, but almost — 
completely inactive. Yet I am glad to avail myself 
of the opportunity the Editor affords me of writing 
a few lines of greeting and of gratitude. _ 
The five months that have elapsed since last I 
_ wrote my “ letter ’’ have gone very quickly and 
most pleasantly. My wife and I left Chengtu to- 
wards the end of February, and owing to the 
unprecedentedly low water in the upper Yangtse, © 
we made our way as far as Hankow by air, thus’ 
saving very many days of inconvenient travel by 
_ boat in the cold weather—and being enabled as a 
result to pay a very happy visit to my old diocese, 
where it was a great joy both to meet old friends 
and colleagues, and to note the steady progress of 
the work, by God’s blessing, under my successor. 
The voyage home was entirely uneventful, 
affording us ample opportunity for rest of body and | 
mind; and so it was not surprising that shortly after 
our arrival in England, medical opinion as regards 
my own state of health was more favourable than 
that given whilst in China. It is the more dis- 
appointing therefore to have another opinion on

which I am instructed by the C.M.S. Physician 
faithfully to act, and which involves an immediate 
withdrawal from all activity for three months at 
least, and with implications which render the 
remoter future less certain than I had begun to 
hope. It is interesting for a layman to discover 
that physicians may differ as widely as theologians 
and politicians; and it is possible, I suppose, that 
the whole truth does not rest with any one of them. 
I can only hope, and ask you to pray with me, that 
any physical hindrance to active resumption of my 
duties in China may before long be removed, if 
may be able fully to help forward the task which | 
we all have at heart. | 


Both my wife and I have been deeply touched by 
the affectionate welcome given to us by our friends 
of the Diocesan Association wherever we have met 
them, and the eagerness shown to give us the 
fullest opportunities of telling of the progress of 
the Kingdom in West China. I need not say how 
readily we shall seize these to the fullest extent | 
that is allowed us. | ae 


The Annual Meeting of the Association of which 
our able and zealous Secretary gives. an account 
elsewhere, brought us the greatest encouragement 
not only in the obvious responsiveness of the 
unusually large gathering, but also in the many 
conversations we were enabled to hold with old 
fellow-Missionaries and Association members 
during the social hour which followed; and we shall 
both be eager to renew the contacts then made. | 


The news which constantly reaches us from the 
Field is uniformly cheering, for it tells of quiet 
political conditions, in spite of certain unpleasant 
possibilities, and of the work going steadily forward 
with ever wider opportunities. The one dark cloud — 
that overshadows Szechwan is the famine which is 
affecting a great part of the province, especially in 
the East, as a result of the prolonged drought last 
autumn and winter. Many of our fellow-Christians 
are in dire need, and any gifts that are sent in 
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relief of their necessity will be gratefully 
forwarded. 


Mr. Johnson Loh (akon some of you know as 
Loh Djung-shu) will shortly be arriving in 
England for a period still to be determined, but 
which will be more than a year at least. Mr. Loh 
has given extraordinarily valuable service, both as 
a teacher and administrator at the Union 
University, Chengtu, and as a keen lay Christian 
who has taken a very full part in the ordinary life 
of the Church. Much of his time will be occupied 
in his own special subject of philosophy, and 
intensive study of International Relations; but I 
hope it will be possible for him to meet many of 
you and to bring you in his own attractive person- 
ality something ‘of the result of the work in which 
you all have so real a part. The Church Missionary 
Society is generously defraying a large part of the 
cost of his visit, but additional funds will be needed 
to make his time in this country a useful and happy 
one.

STATION NOTES. 


Day 1. Langchung (Paoning). 

At the end of last vear it seemed certain that the 
Boys’ School would, after all these years, be closed 
down for good. But, mainly due to the efforts of 
an Old Boy, it re-opened in January, and on a much 
bigger scale than for some years past. There are 
now 74 schoolchildren, and prayer is asked for the 
work done among them. 


The problems connected with Tiong, intensified so 
greatly by the violent death of Mr. Liang and the 
inevitable withdrawal of Miss Gowar and Miss 
White from Tanishan, still remain unsolved, and 
special prayer is asked for the few believers in the 
city, and for the whole future of the work.

Tanishan. With the exception of a few left on 
the Farm, mostly afflicted-ones, the children are all 
again settled in the Girls’ School premises at 
Paoning. In spite of the continued drought, there 
seems hope of a small wheat harvest on the Farm, 
and there is sufficient water in the fields to sow’ 
rice, but unless heavy rain falls soon, there will be 
insufficient water for planting out. Distress is 
widespread, and a number of girls recently 
married are suffering privation. On Easter Sunday, 
six girls were baptised. A girl who was married 
six or seven years ago is very ill in Hospital with 
little hope of recovery; she has two children, aged 

five and one year respectively. 


Day 2. Ts’ien Fuh Ch’ang. — 

Pastor lang Tah-ruh is still in charge of the work 
at this market, where many -people have believed. 
Prayer is requested for the Pastor, and also for the 


Christians, that they may all have a deep knowledge 
of the truth. | 


Day 3. Smtientsi. 

During the month of February, Pastor Iang of 
Kwangyuan was able to pay a visit, and had two 
Sundays in this place, when between twenty and 
thirty people met together. Mr. Tai is still in 
charge and leading Sunday services. Drought is 
very severe. 


Day 5. Pachong (Pachow). — 

The work goes on as usual, week day classes are 
kept up with a fair number of attendants. Dr. 
Gray paid a two week’s visit during March, and he 
and Pastor Liao visited all the outstations. Dr. - 
.also did some medical work in the city. 


Day 6. WNanpu. 
Attendance at the services and meetings has 
been good, and there has been encouragement since 
some of the Christians have been interesting their 
relatives in the Gospel. Two young people, the 
son and daughter of an old Christian, are converts 
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through his keenness. Poverty has thus far 
hindered arrangements for a Spring Training 
Class for outstation leaders. Drought is forcing 
-people’s minds to concentrate on the supply of 
their material needs. A young man from the 
government knelt here in prayer the other day 
professing conversion. We hope that he was 
sincere. Dispensary patients—mostly of the poorer 
class—attend service from time to time. About 
twenty of them are seen every morning. 


Day 7. Chowkow. 

Prayer is asked for a number of new people who 
have recently been coming to services. Dispensary 
work has been started again, and prayer is asked 
_ that it may be a blessing. © 


Day 8. Nanchung (Shunking). 


The Pastor, Rev. John Wang, has been absent 
from the work for two months, as he has been a 
delegate at the General Synod at Foochow. 
Towards the end of April, Miss Christensen’s 
mission was held here, and many of the church 
members and others were definitely helped. Please 
_ pray that they may grow in the Christian life, and 
that the blessing may spread to others. Prayer 
is also asked for Mr. Cheo, working in the 
market of Tongwanch’ang, and in the surrounding 


Day 9. Kwangan. 

Work in this city has been going on as usual, 
and not without encouragement. The Preaching 
Hall work has been stressed and there have been 
times of real blessing. Attendances have been 
very good and quite exceptional interest has been 
shown. Some names have been given in by men 
who say that they wish to believe, and some men 
have even knelt down at the close of the meeting 
to ask God for forgiveness of sins; but it is most _ 
difficult to keep in touch with such cases. Some 
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of them live miles away in the country and others 
are merely passing through the city on business. 
But good seed has been sown and surely there 
must be fruit some day. Mr. Cordle has made a 


start with street preaching, going out nearly every | 


market day with the Evangelist. Mr. Davis has 
returned to Kwangan after an absence of three 
months in Chengtu for medical reasons. The city 


is crowded with beggars and famine refugees. It. 


is heartbreaking to see so much distress and 
misery. | 
Day 10. Yoch’ih. 


A number of Christians went from this place to 


Shunking to attend some special revival meetings 


being conducted by Miss Christensen, and seem to 
have been much blessed and helped. Pray that. 
they may be used to help the other Christians of 
Yoch’ih and that they may show concern for 
‘‘ those who are without.’’ Brigandage is so bad 
in this district that they chartered a car to bring 
them back. -Farmers drive their cows and water- 
buffaloes into the city every afternoon to save them 
from being stolen by robbers; starting at about 


four o’clock in the afternoon they come from a 


radius of 10 lh from the city and pour in through 
the four gates in an unbroken procession till dusk ; 
it is an extraordinary state of affairs. Brigandage 
has never been so bad, and although two or three 
brigands are executed every day (so it is reported) 
yet the plague does not diminish. A _ military 
officer, appointed to clear up the countryside, says 
that not more than ten per cent. of the brigands 
are famine-struck people. This seems incredible. 


Day 11. Kuan-yin-koh. 
Bible-woman Wang (Wang, the Bamboo 
Princess) and Mrs. Chao, wife of Pastor Chao were 
work of helping the women of Paishihch’ang to 
a deeper knowledge of the Gospel, and Mrs. Den- 
ham was with them for nearly a week. These 
three ladies had a most encouraging time. Many 
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heard the Casall for the first time and showed a 


real desire to learn. It was a very worth while 


effort. Mrs. Chao freely gave her time and was 
a great help, showing real keenness. Paishihch’ang 


is a large market only 20 li from Kuan-yin-koh. 


It had been hoped to hold a mission in this city 
but various circumstances arose and the effort has 
had to be postponed. Meanwhile much prayer is 
asked for Linshui. Evangelist Liu has no easy task 
there, and is deserving of much sympathy and 


prayer help. 

Will friends pray for these three counties, 
Kwangan, Yochih, Linshui, that the Lord of the 
Harvest will send forth labourers into His harvest? 
The need is very great. The four missionaries 
are not sufficient for the estimated population of 
1,500,000. More workers, both Chinese 
foreign are needed, but they must be men and 
women of God’s own choice and appointment. - 


Famine conditions are bad, though not so bad 
as in some parts. There has been rain that has 
soaked the fields well, and the beans and wheat 
are good, but rice fields are still without water 


and the outlook will be truly appalling if there is 


no rice harvest this year. 


There was a_ special evangelistic effort for 
Chinese New Year at Chin-P’ien-Shih, a large 


market half way to Yingshan. Five men and four 


women workers spent ten days there. There was 
some encouragement, especially among the women. 
Bishop and Mrs. Houghton spent a week-end here 
in March and were warmly welcomed by the church 
people. Two men and one woman were confirmed. 


The Bishop’s address was most helpful. 


Day 14. Tachu. 
A Bible School was held during March. but the. 
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Day 13. Chihsien. 
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attendance was very disappointing. From April 
4th—11th over ten Christians went to Chiihsien to | 
attend Miss Christensen’s meetings and thank God 
for all He did for them through His servant. 
Almost all of the women confessed sins and put 
things right and some came back truly on fire. 
Oh! that God might do something for the men! oa 
- We all had a new vision of what God can do and © ’ 
will do through a life that is filled with the Holy ; 
Spirit. We are praying for immediate conversions. * 
The new colporteur Mr. T’ong MHsioh-Chi is 
shaping well: please pray for him. nee | 


There has been encouragement at the West 
Gate preaching chapel in that one or two have 
_ definitely professed faith, but this is balanced by | 
the disappointment of seeing one or two promising 
ones drop off. The most blessed event of the 
quarter was Miss Christensen’s mission. Over a 
hundred and twenty came in from the country 
besides the local people. The meetings began on 
Good Friday. On Easter Sunday afternoon there 
was a break, and from that time on people were — 
continually coming to one or another of the 
workers for help and prayer. Though these were 
mostly from among the visitors, many local people 
eot blessing too, particularly the churchwarden, 
Mr. Keo, and his wife, whose home is quite 


revolutionised. { 
A short evangelistic campaign was held at ’ 
K’aikiang (formerly Sinling), where the congre- 
gation has but recently come back into fellowship. { 
The local folk joined in ‘enthusiastically. Mr. 


Crockett has spent a good deal of time there since 
and has been a great help to them. In February 
a new outstation was opened in the Siianhan 
district at Peh-Miao-P’ing among the mountains 
and the first believers, eleven in all, were baptised. 
The return of Li Shih-Kwang, a young business 
man to Wanyuan (formerly Taiping) has made a 
great difference: he has led regular services and 


a 
Day 15. Tahsien. 
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revived meetings during the week. Mr. Lui paid 
a visit there, and Mr. Harper with Mr. Kueh went 
with him and are continuing - their journey to 
Chengk’eo. 

Bishop and Mrs. Houghton came in March, re- 
visiting the scene of some of his early educational 
work. Eighteen were confirmed in Tahsien and 


five in K’aikiang. 


Day 16. Ltangshan. 


The chief event of the first three scieitla of the 
year was Miss Christensen’s visit from March 11th 
—2Ist. Although there was not the real breaking 
forth of revival which had been hoped for, very 
many were richly blessed and lives have been 
transformed. Over forty came in from Tienkiang 
‘and the outstations and as famine conditions are 
very bad throughout the whole district a large 
number benefited both physically and spiritually 
_ by their ten days in the citv! The local Christians — 
gave generously toward their hospitality. One 
outcome of the fresh spiritual life received is the 
beginning of preaching three nights a week 1 in the 
street chapel. 


On March 25th the Bishop and Mrs. ae re 
were here for one night. A Confirmation Service 
was held in the afternoon when three men and 
seven women were confirmed. The Bishop preached 
at the morning service on Good Friday, leaving 
immediately afterwards for Wanhsien. 7 


The meetings held by Miss Christensen here 
seem on the surface to have meant but little to 
the district; so many for whom special prayer had 
been made seem to have been untouched. Some 
however, got a new experience and are living it 
out. Mr. Skinner and Mr. Tan Ch’eng-Ming 
followed up by going to every church but one in 
the district, first visiting the Christians in their 
homes and holding family worship and then on the 
last day holding services in the church. They 


Day 17. Kathsien, 
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discovered troubles and hardships of which they 
had been totally unaware: for instance, one 
brother in the home worshipping idols, another 
taking family prayers in the same house: or 
reprobate sons breaking their parents’ hearts. 
There was not a single home where they did not 
receive a warm welcome. Miss Thow has also spent 
a little time in country work. 


In Wen-T’ang Tsing they were looking forward 
to having five men and three women baptized when 
the Bishop came in May. A house has been rented 
in a market twenty-five li away. The work there 
was to be opened after the Bishop’s visit with 
three days’ special preaching by Mr. Skinner and 
“Mr. T’an and others; then they hoped that Mr. 
Ning would go each Monday to Wednesday and 
Miss Lucas from Thursday to Saturday. Miss. 
Lucas has been made teacher of the phonetic script | 
in the new ‘‘People’s School’’ for illiterates opened 
by the government: she takes two hours each 
week. There is real need for a good Bible woman. 


Day 18. Wanhsien. — 


Karly in March, Miss Christensen held her 
meetings in Wanhsien. Certainly some blessing 
was experienced, but more among the visitors than 
the local Christians. Please continue to pray for 
the Chinese worker, Mr. Wang Hwei-Ming, who- 
is still overwhelmed by personal and family 
-difficulties. Regular open-air work has been done, 
chiefly on the riverside where open spaces—and 
crowds—may be found. Recently a terrible fire- 
swept through the main business section of the: 
city causing many deaths, rendering thousands 
homeless and doing untold damage to property and 
merchandise. Some Christians experienced a 
wonderful deliverance and were neither harmed nor 
suffered loss. | 


Day 19. Kweifu. 
- Mr. Hsii has been alone during the early part of 
the year: Mr. Sadler has been held up for a very 
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long time at Ichang by low water, being unable 
to get through on his way back from Shanghai. 
Mr. and Mrs. Derbyshire, accompanied by Miss 
Warin have returned to Yuin-an-Ch’ang. : 


Day 20. Mowchow. — 


This city, which was entirely destroyed two 
years ago by the Reds, continues to be unoccupied 
and it has not been possible for any responsible 
worker even to pay a visit. One Christian family 
has returned; but with the church buildings wiped 
out of existence and the rest of the congregation 
scattered, it is obvious that no ordinary Church 
life can be maintained. The fate of Mowchow was 
only common to all the cities in that region. 


Day 21. P’ing-Wu and Kiangyu., 
As the bandit menace has considerably de- — 
creased, Mr. F. T. Robert has gone with Mr. T’ien,, 
the evangelist, to P’ing-wu, where the small con-. 
gregation recently suffered a grievous loss in the | 
death of Mr. Shu Tsi-heng. Mr. Robert and Mr. 
T’ien need prayerful support in their courageous. | 
efforts to resuscitate the Church in that isolated 


~s... «region which involve no small risk as they go to._- 


- the out-stations of Kuch’eng and Ts’ingch’wan. 


The coming of Mrs. Clark to Kiangyu has 
brought new: hope for the women of that city and 
district. Mrs. T’ien is giving her much valued 
help as she begins her work, but is prevented by 
ill-health from doing all she might. Mr. Clark 
reports encouragement among the small body of 
believers, who make the home of. one of their 
number their centre. A few outsiders are showing 
definite interest in the Gospel. ; 


Day 22. Chongpa. | 


Pastor Chu Yuin-hsi is giving much help by 
occasional visits to the flock-at Kiangyu which are 
much appreciated. It is hoped that Pastor Chu’s 
steady work in Chongpa, ably seconded as he is 
by Mrs. I, the Biblewoman, will be used to over- 
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come the many difficulties with which he is: there 
confronted. 


Day 23. \Mienyang (Mienchow). 

The School opened with numbers as great -as 
could possibly be accommodated in the buildings 
which have been slightly expanded as a result of 
Miss Mannett and Miss Goudge very generously 
giving up their residence for the use of teachers 
and students and themselves going to live in far 
less commodious premises. Additional work -has 
been thrown on the staff during the absence in 
Nanking and Foochow of the Principal, Rev. S. 
Hi. Wu, who has now returned greatly benefited 
in every way as a result of having met, at the 
former place, fellow-Principals from all over China, 
and at the latter, his colleagues of our own Church. 

Mr. Duddington, in addition to his work as Pastor 
in charge of this large parish and School Chaplain, 
1s now responsible for the onerous task of trans- 
lating into Chinese the Notes of the Bible Reading 
Fellowship, and is thus serving the Church not 
only in Szechwan but in many other parts of 
‘China as well. | 

The cake? in the main station goes on as usual, 
and Catechist Moh Hsii-kwang is faithful in his 
visits to the out-stations, particularly Hwa-kai-tsi 
and Hsiu-shui-ho. At the former, Mr. Yu Yo-han 
serves as a voluntary evangelist and maintains a 
dispensary in the Church premises where he lives; 


similar conditions obtaining in the latter place, 


where Mr. Hwang Lu-t’ien has charge of the 
congregation as voluntary catechist. | 


Day 25. Mitenchu. 

As was naturally to be expected, Dr. and Mrs. 
Lechler are most tremendously missed from the 
Hospital; but have been just as tremendously 
| welcomed in Chengtu, where Dr. Lechler is to fill 
. the post of Professor of Surgery till the end of 
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next year. In the Hospital at Mienchu, however, 
Dr. Wu Yuin-kwang is doing yeoman service, ably 
- supported by Dr. Billington, Miss Jones and Miss. 


Davis. 

The general work of the parish goes on with 
increased encouragement under the _ vigorous. 
leadership of Mr. Maxwell who, with the co- 
operation of Pastor T. C. Lin, is also in charge of 
the Evangelists’ Training Class, the members of 
which give considerable help in the widespread 
evangelistic work of the city and out-stations. At_ 
the last Synod, Mr. Lin was granted leave of 
absence for a Sabbatical Year of study which it is. 
proposed he should spend at the Nanking Theo-- 
logical School. His place will partially be taken, 
early in July, by Mr. Fu Pei-chih, who is just 
finishing a course of study at that School and who, 
‘it is hoped, may be ordained after a period of 
ecienne training under Mr. Maxwell’s guidance. 


As was anticipated in the Lagi issue of the 
Bulletin, Catechist Hsiung Kwang-yao is respond- 
ing to the example of zeal and devotion set by 
Miss Fugl, and, as a result of their joint work, 
the prospects in this station are brighter than for 
some time past. Encouraging visits have been paid 
by Pastor Chang Po-ai who has administered the 

Holy Communion in the absence of a resident 
clergyman—a duty which, for the most part, will 
now devolve on Archdeacon Donnithorne. 


ang Shi-ch’en, in Archdeacon Donni- 
thorne’s absence at the General Synod, has given 
- zealous and able leadership in the evangelistic and 
general work of this station. Mrs. Donnithorne 
sends reports of much encouragement among the. | 
women and girls both of the city and out-stations. 


Day 28. Sintu. | 
Shortly after arriving in this station, Dr.. 
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Norman Parfit had to be taken into Cheagtu for 
an operation for appendicitis, from which it is good 
to know he has made a complete recovery. He 
and Dr. Jessie are making fruitful contacts with 
the officials of Sintu, and the experience they are 


gaining in a country city will doubtless stand them 


in good stead when they enter on their definite 


work connected with Public Health in the not- 
distant future. Their presence in Sintu is proving 


a great help to Pastor Keo Hong-en, whose conse- 
erated vigour is being greatly used to revive the 


church there. 


Day 29. Chongkiang. 

An arrangement has been made recently whereby 
the out-stations of Hwang-luh-cheng and Yang- 
chia-tien, formerly in the Mienyang parish, have 


“been transferred to that of Chongkiang. Pastor 


Chang Po-ai is proving most faithful in his — 


ministry to these little congregations, ably 
-seconded by Miss Elder and the student-evangelist 


and Biblewoman. In Chongkiang, . instructed 
‘Christians are more numerous than in some other 
places, and these are showing commendable zeal 
in voluntary evangelistic work, as Sunday School 
teachers, etc. 


Day 30. Ghengtu. 


The Rev. A. F. Lutley has now arrived with his _ 


family in this city, where he will reside in 


P’i-fang-kai during the Bishop’s absence and 
‘devote himself to literary work connected mainly 
with the Religious Tract Society. Owing to 
Bishop Song’s absence for the greater part of this. 
term, his particular work among students has been 


in abeyance; but although the large meetings 


which he gathers together have not been possible, 


steady work amongst them, both in classes and 


in individual instruction, has been continued by 
Mr. Sargent and Miss Hensman. From all. 
accounts, Bishop Song’s sermon at the General 


Synod at Foochow gave that important gathering 


a great send-off.’’. The’ Night School and 
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popular evangelistic meetings in Chengtu have 
-continued with increased attendances. Dr. Ander- 
son, who accompanied Mr. Gurney Barclay during 
the greater part of the latter’s tour of the C.M.S. 
China Missions, and whose help and advice were 
much appreciated in the places visited, has now — 
returned to his important teaching and clinical 
work in Chengtu. | 


NIGHT WORK IN MIBNCHU. 


~The Mass Education Movement in China affords 
a good opportunity for the Church to work with 
the authorities for the common good, and as it has 
become quite fashionable to attend a “ Night 
School,’’ our compound from 6 to about 9 p.m. 
is a hive of activity. We have between fiftv and 
sixty scholars, whose ages vary from 14 to 40. The 
subjects taught are reading, writing, singing, 
simple arithmetic, geography and a little history. 
Scripture lessons are given on two evenings a week 
and on Tuesdays all attend the evangelistic meet- 
ing where they like to exercise their newly-trained 
vocal powers and where they are a considerable help 
in leading the singing. When Night School scholars 
ask to be admitted to Inquirers’ Classes the differ- 
ence between them and those who have never had 
any teaching is’ quite phenomenal, and on this 
gvround alone the N ight Schools have jaune them- 


selves. 


In some of the country churches, also, good work 
is being done in this respect. Many young people 
who are working all day—making sandals, socks 
or shoes, spinning yarn or weaving cloth—go to 
school in the evening and learn to read. Several 
women from one such country school have just spent 
a week in Mienchu at a class preparing for the 
catechumenate. 


The Government has organised systematic propa- 
ganda on the evils of illiteracy and the advantages 
of a reading population, and all over the city one 
sees posters hearing such slogans as ‘‘ Those who 
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cannot ua are like blind people,’’ ‘‘ Learn to read 
so as to \be more useful to your country,”’ ete. . 
Owing to the custom of reading aloud in public, the 
illiterate do not have to wait long to be informed 
of the meaning of these posters, and they are res- 
ponding to the challenge with great zest. In the 
daytime I have often seen a girl working away at 


her shoe-making with a book propped up in front — 


of her, memorising the characters she will be ex- 
pected to know that evening at school. How many 
young people in England would like to work from 
dawn to dusk and’ then attend school for two and 
a half hours in the evening? Mass Education should 
in time greatly facilitate the spread of the Gospel. 


Education dive not, alas! soften hard 

hearts, and one of our problems here is the number 
of deserted baby girls who are put down at our door 
under cover of the darkness. We are trying to get 
the authorities to deal\with this matter, but in the 
meantime we have no alternative but to save these 
poor mites who are thus thrown upon our charity. 
The Chinese, generally speaking, are fond of child- 
ren, and whenever it becomes known that we have 
another baby to give away, it is not long before 
some heart and home is open to receive it. Then 
we try to keep in touch by visiting. It is wonderful 
to see how God has providec homes for these little 
ones, and we have never so far been left with a 
baby on our hands for more than a week or two. 


These are just two of the many phases of our 
in Mienchu. Please pray for us.

DAY OP PRAYER AND GIFTS. 


It was cheering, on the morning of Thursday, 
June 3rd, 1937, to see a larger attendance than 
previously at the special service of Holy Communion 
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23 
which was conducted in St. Bride’s Church (by 
kind permission of the Rev. A. Taylor) by the 
Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Western Szechwan. The 
Rev. B. W. Isaac led those present in thanks- 
givings-and intercessions for the work and workers 
in the two Dioceses of Eastern and Western 
Szechwan, and for those who are helping through 


the D.A.W.C. at home. 


The service was followed by a meeting of the _ 
General Committee of the Association at 1.30 p.m.; 
and then, at 3 p.m., by the Annual Meeting held 
in the Hall of St. Bride’s Institute. Preb. H. W. 
_ Iinde, presiding, voiced a warm welcome to Bishop 
and Mrs. Holden and also to other missionaries 
now on furlough from Western China. After the 
Hon. Treasurer (Mr. J. H. Wenham) had presented 
the audited accounts for the year which showed 
that, after all calls had been met, the balance in 
hand on March 31st, 19387, was £246, as against 
£195 in the previous year, and that there had been 
an encouraging increase in the amount of sub- 
scriptions and donations, the Chairman called on 
Bishop Holden to address the meeting. 


Dr. Holden declared that in every way he hed 
found the Diocesan Association a means of help 
both to himself personally and to the work in 
yveneral. He was particularly appreciative of, and 
‘grateful for, the great amount of real prayer- | 
interest for which the Association stood in regard 
to the work away far back in China, on the border 
of Tibet. The Bishop went on to give expression 
to his unstinted admiration for the work done by 
his predecessor, Bishop Howard Mowll—now Arch- 
bishop of Sy dney. He (Bishop Holden) had seen 
twenty-six years’ missionary service in another 
diocese where he had witnessed two congregations 
grow to nearly fifty, and, feeling himself to be 
firmly planted there, he had hesitated to change 
to a new sphere; but having made the change he 

was fully assured in his own mind that God’s will 
in the matter had been done. Everywhere in the 
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diocese he had been accorded an affectionate 
welcome. | 

The Bishop proceeded to give what he termed 
‘‘a brief account of his stewardship’’ in the past 
three and a half years. It had been his lot to see — 
churches broken up and congregations scattered 
through Communist activity, but his feeling was 
that, as the outcome of it all, the Christian com- 
munity was much more worthy and effective in its 
work for the world. The numbers, so far from 
falling, had increased. Dr. Holden expressed his 
thankfulness for the fulfilment of plans for the 
recent division of the diocese of Western China 
into the dioceses of Eastern Szechwan and Western 
Szechwan. The new Bishop, the Rev. Frank 
Houghton, was truly a gift of God, and the very 
man for the work to which he had been designated. 
‘The Church in Szechwan is the Church of the 
Chinese Christians. Its ideal is ‘every Christian 
a worker.’ I pray that we may continue to move 
forward, and that we may be really worthy of the 


help you so generously give.’’ | 
Mrs. Holden added some words of. appreciation © 
_of the joy she felt in being privileged to come face 
to face with that great fellowship of praving people. 
She stated that the Chinese Christian women 
were taking their full share in the work, and went 
on to speak more particularly of .the Women’s 
Missionary Service League of the Anglican Church 
in China, which, having as its motto ‘‘Thy King- 
dom come,’’ sets out to do four things—pray, con- 
tribute, learn, preach. 

While the total amount (including the collec- 
tions on June 3rd) received in connection with our 
» Day of Prayer and Gifts was rather disappointing, 
_ being less by one-third than the sum given last 
vear, there is cause for real thankfulness to God 
for the generous response of so many friends to 
the appeal made, which resulted in the addition of 
over £45 to the funds of the D.A.W.C. Some, who 
were unable to attend the service or meeting, under- 
_ took definitely to remember the work in prayer on

Dr. and Mrs. J. H. Lechier have now left the 
work in Mienchu with which they have been con- 
nected for so long, and have moved into Chengtu 
‘n response to an urgent call for help 1 in the — 


work there. 


Mrs. Jenkins née Hicks), who returned with her 
husband on furlough recently, has been in hospital 
for a serious operation, a is now making a good 
recovery.
